suer to flip over. Occasionally, 
there are mass pileups and 
sometimes a malfunction in a 
motor.

The Air Force Academy Cheating Scandal 


The cheating scandal at the United 


States Air Force Academy focuses atten- 
tion once more upon what may be a ma- 
jor'American problem. 


The Air Force, Naval and Military 


Academies have honor systems, somewhat 
similar to that used at Lawrence Univer- 
sity, for instance. Students sign pledges 
that they will not "lie, steal or cheat, or 
tolerate among us those who do." There is 
practically no supervision of honesty by 
faculty members. Other institutions try a 
variety of ways to discourage or prevent 
cheating, from proctoring examinations 
and changing questions at the last minute 
to files of term papers to prevent plagia- 
rism. 


Certainly it is disturbing to learn from 


this recent investigation that at least 100 
Air Force cadets were involved in cheat- 
Ing. More than ten years ago, 90 West 
Point cadets left the Corps after a similar 
investigation. These were all young men 
who, because of stringent examinations 
and character references, were considered 
as superior scholars and of high moral 
reputations. 


Major General Warren, at the Air Force 


Academy, said that "I am delighted that 
It was uncovered by the cadets themselves. 
. . . The morale of the wing will profit 
because of this proof that the honor system 
ultimately works." 


The major trouble with trying to en- 


courage students to report evidence of 
cheating is that it is contrary to every* 
thing in a college student's background. 
The "tattle-tale" is scorned by every one 
at the elementary school level except per- 
haps his mother. High school student proc- 
tors are seldom really expected to report 
Infractions of regulations because admin- 
istrators know they simply won't. At that 
age, there is too much difference of opin- 
ion between adult and student over the 
seriousness of infractions or the neces- 
sity for regulations. There is also, in these 


days of emphasis upon public opinion, * 
need to be recognized and approved by 
one's peers. 


The honor system, basically, is an ef- 


fort to try to treat college students as 
adults and rather exceptional adults at 
that. While probably the large majority 
do not cheat, there are few who are ma- 
ture enough to accept the responsibility be- 
yond their own actions. A student who 
would not hesitate to report a bank rob- 
bery will not report cheating. He may 
even contribute toward it by agreeing to 
lend his own work for copying or to relay 
test questions. 


But institutions which do not have hon- 


or systems tend to prolong this immaturity. 
College students who see themselves ob- 
served during examinations and who ob- 
viously are not trusted tend to keep up 
the attitude, prevalent in lower schools, 
of a united front of student against the 
enemy, in this case the faculty or the sys- 
tem. When an examination is considered 
unfair or a grade system inadequate, it is 
a small step lo accepting the right to try 
to beat it. Certainly another contributory 
factor in cheating is the pressure from out- 
side, rightly considered unfair by hard 
working students, for high grades. 


The individualistic student, mature and 


self-confident, will not cheat unless he con- 
siders the system itself unfair or unethical 
and that he has no other recourse. Even 
then,'the chances of cheating are small. 
But the student who depends for his values 
upon the group—and this often carries 
over into life outside of school—will be 
influenced only by the attitude of the 
group. Obviously the honor system, rather 
than close supervision at the college age, 
is far superior in pressing toward matur- 
ity. 


For one reason or another there are 


cheaters at every level and walk of life. 
But if it becomes the accepted means of 
getting through a university education, we 
had better look at the system itself.

One of the problems almost always in- 


volved with a federal program is the rigid- 
ity of regulations figured out in Washing- 
ton sometimes with little or no relation to 
the area to be serviced. The Neighborhood 
Youth Corps, one of the projects of the 
anti-poverty program, is running into diffi- 
culties because of a decision made in the 
Department of Agriculture. 


The Corps is to provide part time work 


for high school age youths to enable and 
encourage them to stay in school. Jobs 
are supposed to provide them with some 
badly needed funds and to give them a 
sense of achievement so they won't join 
the ranks of dropouts. unqualified for any 
kind of stable employment. Most of the 
work to be offered will be menial since 
the young people are not yet qualified for 
anything else. 


But the original idea of about an 80 


cents per hour minimum has been changed 
—apparently at the urging of the AFL-CIO 
—to a rigid 81.25 an hour. Some local 
sponsors already have balked. They have 
explained that they cannot pay members 
of the Corps higher wages than they are 
paying for full time workers in such areas 
as cafeteria and hospital 
employment. 


Parts of the country where living costs are 
lower, and where there is an abundance 
of labor for low paying and temporary 
jobs, are especially concerned. Putting the 
youths on a higher level obviously •"".!!

local areas pay only 10 per cent of the 
costs—the Federal government pays the 
rest-—the problems that •would be caused

College Work-Study Program, another anti- 
poverty project but under the supervision 
of the United States Office of Education, 
has no such minimum rate. Some college 
students under the program, for instance, 
are paid at the rate of 75 cents an hour. 
The inconsistency is obvious. 


The suspicion here is that the officials 


at the Department of Labor are inclined 
to use the Neighborhood Youth Corps pro- 
gram for quite another aim than it is in- 
tended—that of raising salaries generally 
in low income areas not connected with 
interstate commerce, and thus out of reach 
of the federal minimum wage regulation. 
It can be argued that higher wages gen- 
erally might help solve the pockets of pov- 
erty around the country. But such require- 
ments, indiscriminately applied, also can 
end employment in areas of borderline in- 
dustries. And this is especially true of em- 
ployment possibilities dependent upon lo- 
cal tax roles. A Tennessee school board, 
for instance, has renegotiated its youth 
corps agreement since the SI.25 minimum 
was cited and has had to cut out about 
200 potential student jobs. Several other 
areas have threatened to withdraw their 
sponsorship completely. 


The Department of Labor spokesmen 


arcue that this is an anti-poverty program 
and that anything under SI.25 an hour is 
a poverty wage. But Uiis is somewhat hard 
to justify for young people of high school 
age. temporarily employed. The program 
if aimed at helping them, not at raising 
wages generally.

Most persons who have 


reflected on the question have 
concluded that a two-year 
term for a governor is too 
little for effective perform- 
ance. 


Many students of govern- 


ment have come to such a 
conclusion slowly and cautious- 
ly, including this reporter. The 
most earnest advocates of a 
four-year term, it is useful to 
note, are those men of all 
political persuasions who have 
held the office and who are by 
definition the most expert on 
the subject. 


During the last election 


campaign Gov. Reynolds and 
Warren Knowles. his challeng- 
er, agreed on the four-year 
tenure proposition. The subject 


had considerable public dis- 
cussion. It was a kind of 
referendum, since there was 
no showing that either candi- 
date found any special resist- 
ance to his endorsement of the 
Idea. 


But during that campaign 


there was no platform or other 
discussion of longer terms for 
members of the State Assem- 
bly. It is a brand new idea. Its

thing altogether different than 
the problems of representation 
in the legslature. 


The essence of democratic

The diplomatic and military 


frustration among the large 
powers today comes 
from 


what the behavioral scientists 
call "cognitive dissonance." 
All that fancy phrase means is 
that we know one thing, and 


we believe another. We believe 
in a "strong America." but we 
know that strength of arms 
has become a dangerous, or 
fatal illusion. 


We are like a giant walking 


along a busy thoroughfare, 
carrying a load of dynamite in 
both arms. A Nasser can 
tweak our nose, a newborn 
African nation can kick our 
shins—but we cannot drop the 
dynamite to retaliate, or ev- 
erybody will go up in smoke. 


When we were weaker, when 


the 
world 
still 
had only 


conventional weapons, then we 
were stronger. We could move 
ships and men and planes in 
some decisive way, and both 
sides knew there was a limit 
to the damage that could be 
done. Past war was never 
"civilized, but it was finite. If 
ended when a specific goal 
was achieved. 


War of the future, however, 


is irreversible. Once set into 
full-scale motion, it cannot be 
halted when a city has fallen 
or an outpost been captured.

Weren't Boiling 
During Past Y«ar

WASHINGTON (AP) - By a 


freak of history a president of 
the United States for more than 
a year has been able to concen- 
trate almost entirely on home 
problems because foreign ones 
weren't boiling. 


Thanks to this, 
President 


Johnson, little disturbed from 
outside, was able to establish 
his administration, and after the 
presidential election, to prepare 
the budget and programs now 
going to Congress in a steady 
flow. 


But time is running out for 


him in the foreign field. 


The comparative tranquility 


he enjoyed can't last and, al- 
though he has proved himself a 
master politician at home, he 
still has to prove himself in the 
foreign field where he is least 
experienced. 


Skipped Problems 


He has left foreign problems 


so much in the background all 
this time by saving so little 
about them that they seemed 
minor. Just recently he skipped 
over them lightly hi his inaugu- 
ral and State of the Union 
speeches. 


Yet, they haven't been minor 


even when they seemed dor- 
mant and Viet Nam, certainly, 
has been a steady problem, get- 
ting worse, and is now reaching 
a crisis. Today's Saigon Coup 
raises new problems. 


How did it happen, then, that 


under Johnson domestic affairs 
dominated American thinking 
almost completely? 


Directed Interest 


Johnson, if only through his 


natural way of doing things, has 
directed public interest along 
the path he wanted by the twin 
policies of negation and affir- 
mation. 


(It's the way he tries to get 


things done at home: by playing 
up needs and playing down con- 
flicts.) 


Throughout his administration 


he has wished to focus attention 
on a grand scheme of American 
development — he calls it the 
Great Society — "and has spent 
his time urging unity for pros- 
perity and against poverty. 


That's the affirmative meth- 


od. 


It's 
constructive, 
creative, 


and can expect popular support, 
which he always seeks, for 
hardly anyone can oppose a 
greater prosperity in which ev- 
eryone is intended to share. 


Somewhat Remote 


Foreign problems, except for 


direct or immediate threat to 
the United States, always seem 
a little remote. Johnson has 
made them seem more remote, 
and perhaps less important, by 
saying little about them. 


That's the method of negation. 


And the best example of it in 
operation is Viet Nam where the 
American-backed war against 
communism has been 
disin- 


tegrating. 


Johnson hasn't 
said 
much 


publicly about Viet Nam. The 
problem there would be far 
higher in the American consci-i 
ousness now if he had empha-J 
sized the crisis by pronounce-] 
ments or warnings or by stating j 
American policy there in unmis- 
takable terms. 


A Misb-Mash 


As it is. even with disaster 


just around the corner unless 
there is a sudden turn in policy 
or events, that vital little coun- 
try in Southeast Asia seems 
more a mish-mash than a crisis. 


It is getting so out of hand, 


and this country has such a 
stake in it, that Johnson cannot 
delay much longer in getting 
involved hi it up to his neck. 
Whether he does it publicly orj 
quietly is up to him. 
i 


How he does it should reveal; 


much of the way be will handle 
foreign policy for the rest of his 
presidency, or the way he'd like: 
to handle it. He can get tough, 
quietly or publicly, or he can be 
wjshy-washv. 


This will "be his first big test 


in foreign affairs.
